The Dix o n Bo ard o f Educatio n Wednesday night unani­ 
mo usly v o ted a $300 acro ss-the-bo ard annual salary increase 
fo r the teachers o f the scho o l sy stem—a raise which, acco rd­ 
ing to the thinking o f so me teachers, is a raise witho ut a 
raise. 
The bo ard also unanimo usly appro v ed a 14-po int pro ­ 
gram o f curtailment and eliminatio n in the scho o l pro gram 
which is anticipated to sav e $41,6 00 annually .

$5 4,000 in increases in teacher salaries. Ho wev er, o f the sav ­ 
ings, slightly mo re than $25 ,000 is deriv ed fro m teachers 
thro ugh displacement, lo ss o f differential o r o ther benefits.

Th eir requ est 
was a $300 increase for beginning 
teach ers, $400 for teach ers with 
six th rou gh l l y ears ex perience 
and $500 for teach ers with 12 y ears 
or more of ex perience.

The others, like retiring Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, are holdov ers 
from the past. 
Eisenhower, now 70, is ty pical 
of those others. In one way or an­ 
other—in his case in sev eral way s

1960s. 
He was allied commander in 
Eu rope du ring the war, command- 
er of NATO in Eu rope in the early 
195 0s. and President eight y ears.
